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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the rejection under 1 12 1st 
paragraph, the Examiner maintains that the original disclosure fails to support the feature of "a piston slidably attached to the pin via the 
load initiating element", and the limitations therefore consitute new matter. The load initiating element is described in the disclosure as 
being an o-ring or piston ring. The original disclosure does not support the pin being attached to the piston "via" the load initiating 
element, nor is it dear how such an arrangement would be possible with the disclosed structure. Regarding Richards, note that torsional 
movement of threaded elements necessarily brings about an axial force or load between the elements. Regarding Isaacson, it is 
maintained that the term "adjacent" does not preclude intervening elements. The spring 37 is near or "adjacent" to the load element 46 
as broadly required by the claims. It is further maintained that an elastomeric member can reasonable be interpretted as a "spring" as 
broadly recited by the claims. Regarding the slidability of the elements of Isaacson, note that an axial load which removes the preload 
created by the load initiating element 46 would allow movement of the entire assembly in either direction. Also note the restoring 
movement described in column 4. . 
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
